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REAGAN'S POLICY TOWARD CHINA, USSR ANALYZED 
Reagan's Vacillation Pussles Beijing

{Text] Editor's note: Since Reagan came to power, his policy 
toward China, particularly hie statements on Taiwan, have become 
@ matter of great concern to the public. How to evaluate his 
statements on Taiwan is a subject worth studying. Published 
here for the benefit of readers are two articles with different 
views. 


Over 1 month has passed since Reagan was elected President of the United States. 


I still remember that before Reagan was elected, his policy toward Teiwan drew a 
series of attacks from Beijing. After he was elected, some pevpie said “gloatingly": 
The Chinese communists felt that a volley of broadsides against Reagan could prevent 
him from coming to power. Today, it can be said that hie rise to power is a great 
embarrasement to the Beijing authorities. 





This is a conclusion drawn from the general public's common reasoning. 


Yet, politics often transcends the common reasoning and often bases its reactions on 
whether ite interests are at stake. When Reagan talked about restoring relations 
with Taiwan, the Chinese communists had no alternative but to refute it on the ground 
that if the current Sino-American relations allow for changes, it will adversely 
affect not only their prestige but also their future relations with other nations in 
various ways. It seems not necessarily true that the Chinese communist broadsides 
against Reagan were intended to prevent him from coming to power. The reason is that 
the Chinese communists are well aware that in the world today, they are not yet in 

a position to interfere with the outcome of another big power's elections, just as 
the United States or the Soviet Union cannot influence the returns from elections in 
their country. For this reason, the saying that China would feel embarrassed by 
Reagan's rise to power seems to be an overstatement of fact. 


It is true, however, that China has adopted a cautious attitude toward Reagan's rise 
to power because of its deep concern with the development of the U.S.-Taiwan relations.

Our observation of the Chinese official response to Reagan's rise to power follows: 


On the day of Reagan's election, China's Premier Zhao Ziyang immediately cabled thie 
congratulation: "We sincerely hope that following your inauguration, the existing 
good cooperative relations between China and the United States will continue to move 
forward on the basis of the principle of the communique on the establishment of the 
Sino~American relations." 


On the same day, when Vice Premier Yao Yilin met a delegation of the Japanese Kyodo 
economic correspondents, he also expressed the hope that after becoming the President 
of the United States, Reagan will continue the successful development of the Sino- 
American relations in conformity with the principles of the Shanghai communique and 
the statement on the establishment of the Sino-American relations. 


This marked the first time that the two high-ranking Chinese officials have responded 
to Reagan's election with their concerns centering on his policy toward Taiwan. But 
clearly, the language used by them sounded more conciliatory than their broadsides 
during the election campaign. 


How is Reagan observed in the eyes of Beijing? 


RENMIN RIBAO has published a newsletter by its correspondent from Washington which ) 
includes this passage: "Reagan's victory reflects a mood of American voters' deep 
disappointment and discontent with the economic crisis that looms large at home and 
America's declining international stature, a popular desire for changes, and a hope 
for turning the tide through leadership changes. The American press has consistently 
reported that a social trend of thought leaning toward conservatism prevails over the 
United States. Reagan is a representative of this trend of thought, whose major 
campaign slogans were: “Less government (less interference), less tax, give enter- 
prises and individuals greater freedom." "Get the burdens of the government and 
taxes off the back of the people." He called for an across-the-board tax slash, a 
cut in government spending, and a reduction in the federal government's control over 
the economy, energy, education, environmental protection, social insurance, medicaid 
and other programe which can be transferred to private enterprises or local governments. 
From the theoretical point of view, this is a debate that pits the Freeman school of 
thought against the Caius school of thought, free enterprise against government 
interference, and individual freedom against social welfare. Reagan's advocation has 
won the support of the majority of enterprives, enjoying a wide market among the 
‘middle class' Americans who bear heavy tax burdens. Reagan's theory is one matter 
and whether he can carry it out through the implementation of his policies is another 
matter. He is a pragmatist capable of adaptation and flexibility. He demonstrated 
himself as a moderate in actuality when he revised much of his conservative proposals 
during the election campaign. 





This indicates that the Beijing authorities are aware of Reagan's power base and his 
influence over enterprises and the middle class Americans. In the eyes of the Beijing 
government, Reagan is a pragmatist, and may be not be unwavering in the implementation 
of his policies. In other words, his policy toward Taiwan may be subject to adjustment 
under external pressure. 


On the China issue, before election day, Reagan repeatedly reiterated the need to 
rebuild the "official relations" with Taiwan. Consequently, this remark was described 
by the American public opinion as "a slip of tongue." Internationally, it drew a 
volley of broadsides from Beijing. After such broadsides from Beijing, Reagan never 
sang the same old song again on China. Instead, he emphasized that he would devote 
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himself to developing friendly relations with the People's Republic of China, On 

3 November, in hie last television campaign speech, he said: "As for the Chinese 
people, we have started an important first step toward friendship with them. Let the 
Chinese people know that we value this friendship that brings our two peoples closer 
together." This indicetes that in the wake of broadsides from Beijing, Reagan wae 
aware of its toughness and the American people's attitude. 


But the dispute between the Beijing government and Reagan over the U.S.-Taiwan issue 
was rekindled by his Asian affair. advisor Klein's visit to Taiwan following nearly 
a month-long lull. Claiming himself a friend of the Taiwan authorities, Klein, who 
was ClA-Taipei station chief from 1958 to 1962, arrived there on 28 November for a 
3-day visit. During his stay there, he wet Chiang Ching-kuo and "Premier" Sun Yun- 
heuan twice. On his arrival in Taipei on 28 November, Klein told reporters that the 
"Reagan Administration has pledged a full and just implementation of the U.S.-Taiwan 
Act." While in Taiwan, he also acknowledged that he had suggested to Reagan that a 
private presidential envoy ranked higher than the level of the "American Institute 
in Taiwan" be sent to Taipei. On 1 December, Reagan's press secretary Brady said 
that Klein's trip to Taiwan was "a private visit and neither |i» views nor actions 
he may take during the trip will reflect the official views of the office of the 
transition team," adding that Klein's speeches in foreign countries "represent only 
views of an ordinary individual rather than that of an official envoy of the President- 
elect." 


The denial of Klein's statements by Reagan's press secretary might stem from the 
following two possibilities: 1) Klein's trip was truly a private visit; in order 

to avoid arousing misunderstanding from Beijing, his statements were denied by Reagan's 
press secretary immediately after their issuance because they were not cleared by 

the Reagan team. 2) This was a duet with one singing, chimed in by the other or 
with one playing black face and the other white face. Reagan might have deliberately 
sent Klein to Taiwan to make some statements to test the will of the Beijing authorities. 
Judging from Reagan's past statements, the second possibility seems greater than the 
first. For whichever reason, Beijing responded to Klein's Taiwan trip with immediate 
actions. In a report, XINHUA said: “Any attempts, like that by Klein, to pit the 
U.S. domestic iaw against the agreement on the establishment of the Sino~American 
relations and to impose it on the Chinese side are a violation of the laws governing 
the international relations, and therefore, will be resolutely rejected by the Chinese 
people ‘lein even has suggested that a private presidential envoy be sent from the 
United ates to Taiwan as a permanent representative, in gross disregard of the 
agreement on the establishment of the Sino-American relations. He has gone too far. 
His purpose is to establish certain relations of official nature between the United 
States and Taiwan. This is a very dangerous suggestion. Exactly what policies the 
future Reagan Administration will adopt is a matter of concern to us. If adopted, 
Klein's advocation and proposals will certainly result in rolling back the Sino- 
American relations and will create grave consequences." 


This was a response coupling »ersuasion with toughness. Foreign correspondents 
called this statement an indication that if the Uni.ced States restores its official 
relations with Taiwan, Beijing may even take action tosever such diplomatic relations. 


Not since Nixon or Ford or Carter has there been demonstrated such vacillation with 
regard to the U.S.-Taiwan relations as Reagan has done. It was this attitude that 
‘ustifies concern and attention as claimed by the Beijing government. 











Yet, it must be pointed out that Reagan's policy of vacillation will not last long for 
the following two major reasons: 1) the pro-Beijing force within the Republican 
Party is very powerful. Among the Republicans whose influence over their party cannot 
be ignored are Nixon, who was the first to contact Beijing, Kissinger, who pulled the 
atring for the establishment of the Sino-American relations, and Carter's predecessor 
Ford, 2) The American public has widely endorsed the establishment of relations 
between its government and Beijing. According to a recent poll taken by the Potomac 
Society, Washington D. C., those "favorable" to Beijing have increased from 65 percent 
in 1979 to 70 percent; those "unfavorable" to Taiwaa have increased from 20 percent 
in 1979 to 26 percent. Judging from Reagan's deniel of Klein's statements, it can 

be said that the Reagan Administration now still has not the courage to openly break 
with the Beijing government. 


Regardless of the Reagan Administration's vacillation in the Sino~American relations, 
it still has much more in common than in disagreement with Beijing because both agree 
that toughness is needed in dealing with the Soviet Union. 


During the election campaign, Reagan criticized Carter for softening his policy 

toward the Soviet Union while calling for seeking peace from a position of strength. 
He also called for strengthening America's defense power, establishing military 
superiority over the Soviet Unton, nullifying the U.S.-Soviet nuclear test ban treaty 
and reopening new SALT negotiations. In addition, he vowed to put an end to Soviet 
expanisioniem. At his first post-election press conference, he accused the Soviet 
Union of pursuing a "policy of aggression", pointing out that in any SALT neogitations 
with the Soviet Union, it is necessary to link them with its global behavior. Com- 
pared with the previous four American preeidents, Reagan has taken a tougher attitude 
toward the Soviet Union. 


Last month, Deng Xiaoping met American correspondents. Asked, as far as he knew, 
how far could Bush and Reagan go in tolerating the Soviet Union's attempts to control 
the Hormuz and Malacca Straits? Deng Xiaoping replied: Judging from Mr Reagan's 
past statements, we have many points in common in this respect. 


In answering questions, Deng Xiaoping pointed out: The United States standing alone 
is not enough in dealing with the Soviet hegemonism. It must strengthen cooperation 
with its allies. It must also strengthen cooperation with all forces resisting the 
Soviet Union, which of course include the Third World. Only in this way can it cope 
with the Soviet Union. This statement actually reflects the inevitability and possi- 
bility of cooperation between the United States and China. In short, Beijing has 
adopted a cautious attitude toward Reagan's election. Whiie opposing his vacillation 
in the U.S.-Taiwan relations, Beijing supports his struggle against the Soviet Union. 


If Reagan is a true pragmatist and a farsighted statesman, he can certainly make a 
choice between Taiwan and his struggle against the Soviet Union. we believe that 
Reagan will gradually tone down his vacillating rhetoric with regard to the U.S.- 
Taiwan relations for the common interest of the struggle against the Soviet Union. 











Reagan's Taiwan Statement Analyzed

[Text] Since defeating sitting President Carter in the campaign, Ronald Reagan has 
become a newly rising star over America's political stage and hae aroused the public's 
attention. 


This new leader has expressed various opinions and views which deserve our careful 
scrutiny. For example, his statements on China and Taiwan have perplexed the public. 
He declared that he would establish "official relations" with Taiwan, stating that 
“any attempt to change the Taiwan status by force is a threat to the peace of that 
region." On the surface, this remark eppeare unthinkable. We must know that the 
normalization of relations with China resulted from the successful implementation of 
former Republican President Nixon's foreign policy. It was precisely this trump 

card he played that e»abled him to be reelected. Today, why does another Repwhlican 
president reject this u.istorical experience? Is it possible that he is not interested 
in scoring brilliant political success? 





As a matter of fact, a thorough analysis shows that Ronald Reagan's statements on 
relations with Taiwan actually conform to the spirit of communist China's current 
policies, although his approach is something new. This can be called Reagan's new 
experimentation. On the surface, Reagan's opposition to changing Taiwan's present 
status appears to be a warning to communist China. As a matter of fact, does this 
conform to communist China's earlier expression of hopes for a settlement of the 
Taiwan issue by peaceful means? The only difference is that one emphasizes renunci- 
ation of the use of force while the other expresses the hopes for the use of "peaceful 
means." With regard to the question of warning, it is aimed at the Soviet Union 
rather than communist China: a warning against Soviet attempts to take advantage of 
Taiwan's present status as a threat to the peace of that region. Is this sometiing 
that communist China is presently hoping for? This approach followed by Reagan is 

an extremely bold experimentation involving the highly skillful application of termino- 
logy. With regard to Taiwan, communist China has spent years searching for a solution 
to the problem of how to unify the country, either by libereting Taiwan by force or 
by achieving reunification through peaceful means. Because both sides have gone 

their own ways, this problem remains unsolved. But communist China's wishes are very 
clear and visible to Americans. However, the approaches to achieve this objective 
vary from person to person. What is new in Reagan's proposal is that he hopes to 
reconcile relations between the mainland and Taiwan in an open-minded manner, just 

as Marshal before him had mediated between Nationalists and Chinese communists in an 
effort to push both eides toward reconciliation and peaceful unification. Yet, to 
fulfill this mission, first of all], requires official contacts between the mainland 
and Taiwan. Otherwise, it is very difficult to bring both sides to the negotiating 
table. This is probably what Reagan calls a starting point toward establishing 
“official relations" with Taiwan. But the term used here--the establishment of 
“official relations" instead of "diplomatic relations" or "governmental relations"-- 
is carefully and skillfully chosen. It implies that the U.S. Government has the 
right to directly contact Taiwan through its official representative without involving 
the question of whether or not it means recognition of that regime. This can be 
called a secret strategem and approaches contained in Reagan's policy toward Taiwen. 











When Nixon was in power, hie great initiative with regard to the problem of “hin, 
was the extension of recognition to communist China. Today, the focus of the provlem 
of China is on waification. Of course, if the plan conceived by Reagan succerds, 
China is likely to be united, thus making Reagan an angel for peace. 


This is why many people who do not understand what Reagan is up to still blame and 
curse him. But Reagan has adhered to his views by personally sending his running 
mate Bush to Beijing on an explanation mission. Bush, bearing this special mission, 
was full of confidence in fuifilling his mission. Beijing attached great importance 
to the visit by Bush although he wae not accorded a very warm welcome, Both Deng 
Xiaoping and Huang Hua held lengthy meetings with him. The day wher Reagan won the 
election, Deng Xiaoping immediately extended a warm invitation to him. Is that a 
cordial treatment that a man who rolls back the clock deserves? 


What effect the emergence of another Kissinger-type figure in the United States will 


have on his own country and other parts of the world is a question that should be 
judged by history.

BEIJING RESIDENTS’ REACTIONS TO THE LIN-JIANG TRIAL REPORTED

[Text] The trial of the counterrevolutionary Lin-Jiang clique by the Chinese 
Communist Party deen in progress for more than a month. While Beijing's 
radio and tele. sic: tations continue to broadcast daily the court proceed- 
ings, the atte Lon of the residents, since about a little over a week after 
the trial bega\. ** shifted to “the Romance of Sui and Tang Dynast‘es" and 
"General Yang," television serials on historical stories. The American tele- 
vision thriller “Harrison's Dare-to-Die Squad" and the Korean story "Nameless 
Hero" on weekends and Sunday nights are also attracting a larger audience than 
the trial. 


At the beginning, the several million people of this wintry city once gathered 
before the television and glued their eyes to the unveiling of the trial. 
Judging from the rapid shift of their attention,rather than interest in the 
trial, one finds that their fervor at the beginning was merely a desire to see 
what the powerful figures of former years looked like today. Once their 
curiosity has been satisfied, they become indifferent. Nevertheless, the tele- 
vision stations routinely broadcast news briefs of the day's proceedings and 
more detailed documentaries of the previous day. Such documentaries of around 
half hour, and at times as long as 1 hour, often give in detail the questions 
and answers between the judge and the defendants. Sometimes, the questions and 
answers are suddenly interrupted, obviously because certain sensitive issues 
are involved. 


Playacting Trial 


Though the special court installed in the Ministry of Public Security at No 1 
Zhengyi Road in Beijing has only 800 seats, it does not mean that only 800 
people can attend this long-drawn-out trial. The authorities concerned foil»: 
the practice of “admission by ticket" in regard to the visitors. If a certai: 
unit has one visitor's ticket, it may send different persons on different days 
to attend the trial, and the authorities do not screen each aad every visitor. 











Thus, the "semi~public” trial has indeed acquired an element of being open to 
the public. 


Even so, the residents of Beijing still have many comments. People say that 
the trial is like playacting, that there has long been a script and the judges 
and defendants are merely following it and going through the motions, and that 
there ie nothing particularly exciting. 


In the show, Jiang Qing playe the main role. Her performance arouses some 
interest. The people of Beijing say that, in her every movement and gesture, 
she still retains the style and bearing of the “gang of four" era. Though her 
coquetry ard emile are disgusting, compared with her former colleagues and the 
army officers, she appears to be at ease and carefree. In comparison, the 
judges seen tense before the defendant, and the solemnity attempted by them at 
times appears affected. 


A Historical Trial 


No matter what, the trial of the “gang of four" ie a historical one. Watching 
it on television, an organ cadre remarked: “This is a trial of our history!" 
Beginning with Chen Boda's [7115 0130 6671] “Sweep Aside All Monsters and 
Demons," tense of millions of China's young students emerged in society to cri- 
ticize and struggle. The defendants’ criminal acts enumerated by the public 
prosecutors and the house searches, investigations, interrogations by torture 
and confessions by coercion were all “one hundred percent revolutionary ac- 
tions” at that time. People are very familiar with the documents and written 
comments presented in court, which were considered imperial decrees and tokens 
of authority by the revolutionary rebels, and many personally experienced the 
impact. Thus, many Chinese find that a trial with such contents is indeed “s 
trial of history." 


Mao Zedong Skimmed Over 


What is amazing is that, until now, this historical trial has not directly 
involved Mao Zedong--at least from the television and radio broadcasts. Before 
the trial started, the government already declared that a distinction must be 
made between political line errors and criminal offenses, and the trial only 
deals with the latter. In addition, it has been announced time and again that 
the Mao Zedong issue only involves political line errors, obviously preparing 
public opinion to leave Mao Zedong out of the trial. Therefore, that the pro- 
secutors and judges in court will never involve Mao Zedong is evident. Never- 
theless, many among Beijing's recidents are puzzled by the full cooperation of 
the 10 defendants in the published proceedings. One young man commented: 
“Jiang Qing's attitude is rather sincere." When he was making the comment, 

the television was showing the } asking Jiang Qing how she became the chief 
of Liu Shaoqi and Wang Guangmei's [3769 0342 5019] special case group, and 
Jiang Qing only answered that “it was ay division of labor. 


This young television viewer said that, had Jiang Qing answered with such 
remarks as "Go and read again large-letter poster ‘Bombard the Commanding 

















Headquarters,'" how would the judge have handled ic? tut Jiang Qing did not 
make such remarks, She perwitted Mao Zedong to skim through, showing coopera- 
tion with the court, At times, when certain questions from the judge forced 
her to implicate Mao Zedong, she etill preferred not to avail herevlf of the 
shield. When the tudge asked her that, as an ordinary member of the Politburo, 
how wae ehe able to call a meeting of the standing committee members and vice 
chairmen, before she anewered, 4 young worker watching television anticipated: 
“Because I was the wife of Mao!" But she did not make such an anewer, 


Political Trial 


Many Beijing residents feel that the trial ie still political in nature. The 
indictment iteelf did not clearly distinguish between political errore and 
criminal offenses; therefore, the trial is inevitably a difficult one. The 
five officere of the Lin Biao clique are charged with conspiracies to as*asei- 
nate Mao Zedong, organize another Party Central Committee and eplit the coun- 
try, and it ie relatively easy to classify them as criminal offenses. but the 
charges against Chen Boda and the “gang of four" are, in themselves, a component 
of the political line, aud any strained classification will not be convincing. 
From the proceedings of the trial eo far, people in general are still confused 
over the right and wrong of the lines and the definitions of criminal offenses, 
state laws and party discipline. The court seems to have no intention to cla- 
rify them. Take the inetance of Wang Hongwen's (3769 3163 2429) Changsha com- 
plaint: At most, it is merely an ieeue of party discipline, and it is diffi- 
cult to call it a violation of state law. 


While the residents of Beijing are dissatisfied with such an entangled trial, 
they seem to sympathize with the court for ite difficulties, because it is, 
after all, trying the villains deeply hated by all. Some people with legal 
knowledge comment that, since the government is unwilling to examine the issue 
of the political line, why not try some of the defendants on the concrete ine- 
tances of criminal violations, while leaving aside the controversial issues, 
for, by so doing, the trial will be greatly simplified and more convincing. 
For instance, if Jiang Qing is only charged with the crime of persecuting 
figures in the field of literature and art for the purpose of destroying the 
data on her own personal history, will it not lead to the same guilty verdict? 
If Wong Hongwen is prosecuted for instigating the Shanghai Workers General 
Headquarters to suppress the workers of the Shanghai diesel engine plant, it 
will be a heinous crime and difficult for him to escape just retributions. 
Meanwhile, by charging them with the crime of conspiring to overthrow the 
government by distributing weapons in Shanghai and plotting an armed riot 
around the time of the errest of the “gang of four” in 1976, Jiang, Zhang, Yao 
and Wang will all be implicated. 


Obviously, that the Chinese Communiet Party is unwilling to thus simplify the 
trial can only indicate that ite objective in this trial is not so much to 
deal with the defendants as to product a political impact. 














The Inception of China's Legal System 


A motor vehicle operator remarked that, ae the members of the “gang of four" 
were so outrageously wicked and deeply iated by everyone, it would make no 
difference whether they were tried or not. When asked whether the 10 defen- 
dante should be give the death sentence, he was stunned by the question and 
he said: “Didn't Chairman Hua Guofeng say that there will be no death sen- 
tence?" When further ¢ ked about the significance of the trial, hie anawer 
was: “Since it wae said long ago that there would be a trial, then there 
should be a trial." One can thus see that the Chinese people's concept of the 
legal syetem ie still very hazy. Their enthusiaem at the beginning of the 
trial wae like attending a temple fair, wanting to get in on the excitement. 
Once the gong and drum quieted down and they had enough excitement, they lost 
interest and scattered, They never try to stuly seriously the Linke of the 
trial or scrutinize ite significance. The young students and som intellec- 
tualse are more conscientious. When explaining the significance of the trial 
after making various comments of the proceedings, they said that that thie 
trial is important is because it is the inception of China's legal system. In 
China's history of several thousand years, from Xia, Shang and Zhou Dynasties 
to the 1970's, there has never been such an earnest trial. Regardless of the 
kind of case, it was usually decided by imperial decree or the personal deci- 
sion of the responsible officials. Even when the official wae honest, it was 
still only hie personal decision, not in accordance with any definite law. As 
a result of such tradition, China's legal system was left fallow. Wor did the 
Chinese Communist Party make much contribution since coming into power in 1949. 
Be it the case of Hu Feng [5170 7364), Gao Rao [7559 7437) or even Peng Dehual 
[1756 1795 2037], the decision wae always made according to personal opinions, 
without reference to any law or criterion. The Great Cultural Revolution even 
“emashed" completely the superficial public security organs, procuratorial or- 
gane and people's courts. Therefore, the public trial, instead of just the 
decision of the Party Central Committee, of the Lin-Jiang case today consti- 
tutes a big improvement already. As commented by people, this beginning is a 
wobbly one, with many defects, but gradually, one may expect it to get on the 
right crack in 5 or 10 years. Furthermore, as the objectives of this trial are 
all prominent figures once wielding great powers, especially the arrogant wife 
of the late chairman of the Party Central Committee, it embodies at least the 
spirit of the “equality of princes and commoners before the law." It can serve 
as a primer on the legal system to the 1 billion people. 


Prediction of the Final Verdict 


Naturally there are many in Beijing who subscribe to the view that "they might 
ae well be all executed.” Obviously, it is a simple emotional way of thinking. 
Those who look at the issue in the light of law feel that, though the defen- 
dante’ crimes are outrageous, except Jiang Qing and Wong Hongwen, it is very 
difficult to condemn them co death. Of the five army officers, Huang Yongsheng 
[7806 3057 0524], Wu Faxian (0702 3127 2009], Li Zuopeng [2621 0155 7720) and 
Qiu Huizuo [6726 2585 0155] did not directly participate in the formulation of 
the "571 Engineering Outline;"they only concealed the flight of Lin Biao and 
others abroad, while the plan to flee to the south was not carried out. Bven 
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though their sentencing may be severe, it will not be the death penalty. Jiang 
Tengjiao [3068 7506 5754) directly commanded the assassination of Mao Zedong, 
but the attempt failed, and hie attitude in confessing to the crime has been 
relatively good all along. Therefore, he will not be sentenced to death. Chen 
Boda wae a phrasemaker. While hie editorial entitled "Sweep Aside All Monetere 
and Demons" and hie verbal comments produced serious consequences, bringing 
calamity to the country and the people, legally, hie crimes are not serious 
enough for the death penalty. Yao Wenyuan’s [1202 2429 0337) crimes are eimi-~- 
lar to those of Chen Boda. Zhang Chunqiao [1728 2504 28690) wae the mastermind 
and incurred the great wrath of the people. However, many of the charges 
against him are connected with Lin Biao, Kang Sheng [1660 3932] and Jiang Qing, 
hie superiors, If the attitude of confession ie not taken into account in 
sentencing, the death penalty ie not likely. Jiang Qing and Wang Hongwen 
caused the death of many people by means of the special cases and armed strug- 
gle incidents directly planned by them. Ae the ringleaders, they deserve the 
death penalty according to law, and there wae the precedent of the death 
penalty of Hu Yongnian [5170 3057 16286], the leader of the armed riocte in 
Shanghai. Possibly Wang Hongwen's confession and guilty plea are linked with 
hie own knowledge of the gravity of hie crimes. 


Nevertheless, if the court renders judgment according to the evil consequences 
in China created by the counterrevolutionary Lin-Jiang clique, then, of the 10 
defendante on trial, besides Chen Boda, all may be given the death penalty. 


Certain people in Beijing feel that the final verdict will not be based only 
on the gravity of their crimes, and that the Chinese Communist Party's current 
and long-range political considerations wili produce a determining effect on 
the sentencing. That no strict distinction has been made between criminal 
responsibilities and political errore is a reflection of thie motive. In other 
words, while the trial is for the purpose of giving an account of the history 
of the past to the people, the more important motive ie the establishment and 
promotion of current and future political lines. That the trial has been 
echeduled before the 6th Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee 
and the 12th Party Congress to be held in the epring of next year is not inci- 
dental. At the coming party congress, the Chinese Communist Party will make 
apprainale of many historical issues in the past 30 years, and the evaluation 
of the merits and mistakes of Mao Zedong himself and of Mao Zedong Thought will 
attract the most attention. The verdict on the Lin-Jiang clique must be made 
to serve the coming great event.

inferior and the work very difficult. To improve the conditions of the two 
work sections, the party committee leaders worked alongside the workers, inves- 
tigating and studying, and helped them install hot watax faucete. The workers 
declared happily: “When the leaders come to the workshop, the hearts of the 
cadres and the masses beat as one, giving us confidence in the four moderniza- 
tions." The conditions of the plant were relatively inferior, the roads of 
the plant area were all dirt paths, “duet in fair weather and mud when it 
tained," and both the production and the living of the staff and workers were 
extremely inconvenient. The party committee members decided to improve the 
situation by relying on themselves. They and the office staff participated in 
the labor and rebuilt 5 roads in the plant area, totaling 2,860 square 
meters, changing the plant appearance and saving money for the enterprise. 
The comrades of the plant party committee felt that, as communist party cadres, 
they only hed the duty to serve the people and perform their work properly, but 

















no especial political or living privileges. Requiring strictly of themselves, 
they set examples for the masses, not doing what the masses were told not to 
do and doing what the masses were told to do, and served as modele to the 
Workers.

Never Ask for Material Thinge: In recent years, the production of the plant 
developed greatly and the profit grew. Last year, the average monthly bonus 
of the etaff and workers increased from the 6 yuan of 1979 to 9 yuan or more. 
Nevertheless, the responsible persone of the plant party committee firmly 
refused to accept Clase One awards or to take compensatory leave when they 
spent their holidays on outeide meetings. During the “work readjustment" last 
May, the promotion ratio granted by the superior level to the plant wae 51 
percent. Many staff and workere felt that, ae the members of the leading team 
had made relatively great contributions yet their wage level wae not high, 
they should have more promotions. However, the responsible persons of the 
plant party committee declared: “As our country still has many difficulties 
and the ratio of the work readjustment ie limited, it is better to let other 
comrades get promoted first.” As the leaders developed the style and set the 
examples, the work readjustment wae launched fairly smoothly, furthering the 
unity of the staff and workers and promoting the development of production. 


Mutually Yield the Honors: As the plant made fairly great achievements in 
recent years, the superior level conferred many honors on it. Instead of con- 
tending, they mutually yielded the honore to one another. As the assistant 
party committee secretary and plant chief exercised an able leadership in pro- 
duction and management, in the merit appraisal activities during the movement 
to “establish new merite for the four modernizations" launched last October, 
everyone suggested awarding him a Clase One merit, but he refused tactfully, 
on ground that “the work was done by everyone, and the merit should be awarded 
to other comrades."

MILITIA TRAINING, PRODUCTION TIME FOR MI) ITIAMEN URGED

[Text] In our talke with some production brigade cadres and militiamen in the 
rural districts we visited recently, we found that some unite did not want arms 
and some even wanted to hand back their arms. Some armed militiamen did not 
want to be militiamen any longer. It is said there are two reasons for this. 
(1) Everybody is trying to “get rich," regarding it as “an extra burden" to 
become a militiaman and take charge of arms. (2) Armed militiamen spend more 
time on training and exercises, which prevent them from earning more work points 
and money. When one thinks of nothing but getting rich and gets ready to hand 
back hie arms, it shows bie mentality originates from two sources: (1) Ideologi- 
cal lethargy in political terms. (2) The fact that no overall work arrangements 
are made with the result tiat too much of militiamen's production time is taken 
up by militia training and their economic income is adversely affected. There- 
fore, it is necessary to solve this problem seriously, otherwise it is bound to 
hinder the successful development of militia building. 


Since the third plenum of the party Central Committee, rural commune members 
across the province have adhered to the socialist road and depended on collective 
wealth. Their economic income and living standard have undergone profound 
changes. It is only natural that militiamen want to also get rich as quickly 

as possible. However, we cannot think only in terms of getting rich and over- 
look or forget the prerequisite and condition for getting rich which is a favorable 
environment of stability and unity. Answering U.S. reporters on 15 November this 
year, Comrade Deng Xiaoping pointed out: We “must not lose sight of the reality 
of the Soviet threat to China.

and awards as usual based on evaluations. As for pay to the militiaman, it 
will not be cut down too much. Recently, military departments at the upper 
levels have decided to reduce the number of militiamen for training, shorten the 
training period, make the keypoint of training stand out, reform the methods of 
training. This will further lighten the burden for the masses. As long as we 
correctly handle the relations between the part and the whole, between the 
immediate and the long-range and between individuals and society, take care of 
both the interests of the individuals and of the collective and the state 
instead of attending to one thing and losing sight of the other and confining 
our views to the small circle of personal interests, it will not be difficult 
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to resolve the contradiction between production and training. Militiamen ought 
to take an active part in agricultural and sideline production and enable both 
the collective and the individual to get rich as quickly as possible. Moreover, 
they should train hard in military skille to sharpen their combat proficiency.

IMPORTANCE OF IDEOLOGICAL WORK IN MILITIA TRAINING NOTED

[Text] Along with reforms of the economic system, the limits of managerial power 
of factories, mines and rural communes and brigades have al: > expanded. As a 
result, economic development has become a motive force. Some localities and 
units understand the problem of economic management in a wrong light and, because 
of this, contradictions arise in some aspects of the work. A case in point is 
militia training. 


Militia training shews two tendencies at present: 1) Some militiamen do not want 
to train lest it should hinder their regular work and decrease their income. 

2) Some militiamen want a better pay when training, otherwise, they will not 
train. The result is that some units cannot make good start in their militia 
work. Some units force themselves to give allowance to the training militiamen 
because they have to live up to the number of training days prescribed by the 
higher level. They hurry through the training to get it over with. 


It should be noted that reforms of the economic system has indeed given rise to 
a new problem in undertaking militia training. It has bearing both on the 

economic interests of the state and the collective units and on the militiamen's 
personal economic income. Improper handling of it will cause adverse effects on 


both sides. 


I think this problem should be solved in two ways. 1) By arranging the training 
method and time in a scientific way. The method adopted by some units--living 
and training together--is a good one. They let the militiamen: eat and take up 
quarters together for a given period and hold training during their spare time 
(sometimes using a little of their working time). This will insure satisfactory 
fulfillment of their militia training tasks without hindering their work. 2) It 
is necessary to strengthen politica. and ideological work. This is fundamentally 
important. At present it seems that some people do not know iow to strengthen 
political and ideological work. They feel ideological work is idle talk and that 
does not resolve the problems. This thinking is extremely wrong. 


We should clearly understand that militia work is a political task that cannot 
be fulfilled by economic means alone whether in peacetime or in wartime. Engag- 
ing in militia training is aimed at heightening the people's consciousness and 
promoting the spirit of giving one's devotion. Under the guidance of this 
ideology, the aim is also to improve their military skills. Our comrades doing 


militia work should devote more effort to solving this problem.

MILITIA TRAINS IN USING ANTITANK TRENCHES

[Text] The Nanjie militia demolition detachment in Zhanglu commune, Xin County 
to proficiently use the demolition me aod to dig antitank trenches to slow down 


enemy tank advancement. A few days ago, we viewed their demonstration of anti- 
tank tactics. 





A simulated enemy tank was —* to our position on an open ground. Suddenly, 

with a loud explosion a trench meters long, 5 meters wide and 1.8 meters deep 
appeared in front of the “enemy tank." Unable to stop in time it drove into the 
trench. At this moment, a militia dynamiter, who had lain in ambush in a nearby 
foxhole, jumped out holding a pack of dynamite, and destroyed the “enemy tank." 

The observers commented: The demonstration was conducted efficiently and effec- 
tively. 


Three years ago, the people's armed forces department in Zhanglu commune gave a 
specia) training course on “using the demolition method to dig antitank trenches" 
to the Nanjie militia demolition detachment. The militiamen seriously studied 
the course and soon theoretically acquired some basic knowledge of the pharmaco- 
dynamics of dynamite and of such technical requirements as determining the 
coefficient of soil resistance, determining the amount of dynamite to be loaded 
and the positioning and mounting of the ignition device. In actual operations, 
the demolition detachment militiamen mastered two essential points in order to 
achieve speed and proficiency: tying up the dynamite packs and setting up a 
place to lay the dynamite. At the start it took 2 minutes for a militiaman to 
tie up one pack of dynamite. After training hard, they can finish the job in 

35 seconds and in 30 seconds the quickest. This is much faster than the time 
prescribed by the higher level. The place to lay the dynamite is set up by dig- 
ging a small hole with a shovel. Now they can dig a standard hole in 30 minutes 
as opposed to 1 hour it took in the past. This skill to dig antitank trenches by 
demolition has been wastered by each militiaman of the Nanjie demolition detach- 
ment and they can carry out the operations on their own. 


The Nanjie demolition detachment has also acquired the skills of fighting airborne 
troops. They can fire handgrenades with dynamite packs attached into the air to 


kill “enemy" paratroopers. The firing altitude can be controlled within different 
height of 100 to 2,000 meters.

COMBINED TRAINING GROUND SERVES AS DEPOT, RANGE, TRAINING AREA

[Text] Not long ago I went to the people's armed forces department of Gaomi 
County on an inspection tour. From the end of the year before the last to the 
beginning of thie year, this county's people's armed forces department, proceed- 
ing from actual needs, built a combined training ground with an area of some 
13,000 square meters. This training ground was built with funds saved over the 
years and with f‘sancial aid and support of the county party committee and the 
higher organ. It serves three purposes: as an arw depot, a shooting range and 
a training ground. It is possible to conduct live-ammo fiving practices at 
various targets from different distances and technical and tactical training at 
the training ground. It has a 26-room dormitory capable of accommodating 160 
training personnel. This combined training ground has created favorable condi- 
tions to put militia training gradually on a regular basis and to improve the 
quality of training. The broad masses of cadres of the people's armed forces 
department and m.litiamen praised the following advantages of the combined 
training grouna: 


1. Achieving initiative in training. In the past when training was held for key 
members of the militia, the armed forces department had to make plans and prepa- 
rations for supplies, find living quarters and select the training ground more 
than 1 month beforehand. It then had to successively rent a hostel, borrow 
school premises and arrange for the militiamen to live in communes and brigades. 
Borrowing and renting from here and there, they could only hold 2 or 4 training 
courses for key members of militia «a year. Comrades of the armed forces depart- 
ment said: “Since it was difficult to assemble for training and it costs so 
much money to rent or borrow accommodations, we never had the initiative for 
training.” After the combined training ground was built, we resolved the problem 
concerning the dormitory and a ground and gained initiative in training. 
Training can be organized continuously according to the farming seasons. In less 
than half year from February to July this year, 9 training courses were held 
with a total attendance of 800 key members of the militia. 


2. Saving funds. In the past, before militiamen assembled for training, it was 
necessary, first of all, to spend more than 350 yuan to buy reed mats, bed straws 
and cooking utensils. When training was over, these things were thrown away. In 











addition, it was necessary to pay compensations and transportation coset. As such 
there was a lot of waste. Now, by useing these materiale and supplies for a cer 
tain purpose and appointing special persone to take charge cof them after they 
have served their purpose so as to extend their service life, it was possible to 
achieve a marked decline in expense outlay. Daily expenses for the personnel 
assembling for training dropped from 1.12 to 0.76 yuan each. Target screens for 
firing practice suffered considerable damage because nobody took care of thea, 
and mintenance cost ran into several thousand yuan a year. Now, the depot 
maintenance personnel takes charge of them, thus cutting down expenses. lEvery~ 
body said cheerfully: “In the long rur, epending money now to build the training 
ground will save money for the estate." 


3. Training quality insured. In the past, due to the fact that the training 
ground was limited in size, grounds had to be found beforehand to conduct tactical 
training and live-ammo firing practice had to be held some 10 li away round trip, 
it not only wasted time but aleo adversely affected training quality. With the 
combined training ground built, it is possible to shoot target practice nearby 
and train on the spot. It is aleo possible to carry out both technical and 
tactical training and conduct firing practice using both infantry light weapons 
and recoilless guns. Furthermore, since the training's organizational leader- 
ship and everyday life has begun to go on a regular basis, the trainees lead a 
collective life in the same way as company fighters by doing daily morning exer- 
cises, taking rest on time and strictly observing the system of submitting and 
cancelling leave requests. This effectively cultivates their sense of organiza- 
tional discipline and improves their military quality. The training participants 
commen ted: raining in thie manner has lent iteelf to flexible methods and new 
contents whereby real skille can be acquired." 


4. Well received by the masses. In the past, the firing range and arms depot 
were built separately in two localities, taking up more land. Moreover, each 
time training was held it was necessary to occupy some ground temporarily, which 
often came into conflict with the masses. The combined training ground takes up 
an area of land basically equivalent to the original firing range, making it 
unnecessary to occupy more ground temporarily. This improved the relations 
between the army and the government and between the army and the people. It is 
well received by the neighboring plants, schools and commune production brigades.

CARE FOR DISABLED SERVICEMEN, MARTYRS’ FAMILIES URGED

to Disabled Servicemen and to Family Members of Martyrs and Servicemen" ) 


{Text} To do a good job in giving especial care to family members of martyrs and 
servicemen and to disabled, demobilized and retired servicemen is an important 
policy of our party as well as a glorious tradition of the provincial party 
organizations and people's governments at various levele and the broad masses of 
cadres and people. Recently, the provincial people's government tesued a "cirou- 
lar on launching activities to support the army and give preferential treatment 
to families of revolutionary armymen and martyre during the spring festival and 
new year.” The provincial civil administration organ aleo issued a circular on 
how to effectively handle the iseve of making distributions in giving special 
care to disabled servicemen and their family members and how to adjust the 
regular allowances for the year 1981. During the new year spring festival, we 
should promote the glorious tradition, implement party's policy of giving special 
care to family members of martyre and servicemen and to disabled, demobilized and 
retired servicemen and do a still better job in thie work. This has great sig- 
nificance in strengthening army-people and army-government unity, consolidating 
national defense, developing 4 political situation of stability and unity and 
Joing a good job in readjusting the national economy with one heart and one mind, 
and promoting the four modernizations. 


As a national defense outpost, Shandong occupies a very important strategic 
position. Ina the revolutionary war and the great struggles to defend and build 
our motherland, the people of our province, fearless of sacrifice and waging an 
arduous struggle, took an active part in war and made important contributions. 

At present, there is a total of some 2,300,000 families with more than 11,000,000 
members who belong to che categories of disabled, demobilized and retired service- 
men and are entitled to special care. The party and government have always 
attached importance to the work of giving special care to them. After the "gang 
of four" was smashed, the civil administration departments at all levels have 
conducted a general survey of the persons who are entitled to special care and 
kept files of these persons. In the past few years, along with developments in 
production and improvements in the people's living condition, the standerds for 
compensation to the servicemen who lost their lives in war or died of illoess 

and the standards for regular and fixed amounts of allowances to persons wio are 
entitled to special care have appropriately been raised. At the same time, on the 








principle of relying mainly on the masses to give epecial care while using state 
allowances as subsidiary, a1) localities have launched mase work on giving 
especial care. According to inepection reporte, on the whole thie work ie 
satisfactory thie year. Most districts and unite, on the basis of changes in 
income distribution and the introduction of various types of systems of respon- 
sibility in production, have etudied and formulated, after in-depth investiga 
tion, measures and methods suited to the new conditions, thereby ineuring 
further implementation of the policy concerning giving special care eo that 
those who are entitled to special care are basically satisfied with the work. 
However, we must not lose sight of the fact that some problem remain to be 
solved in the work of giving especial care to disabled servicemen and to family 
members of martyre and servicemen. The main problem are: Leading comrades of 
some unite lack an adequate underetanding of the new situation arising from 
implementation of the production responsibility syetems and a failure to adopt 
corresponding measures to go along with changes in the situation for handling the 
work. The result ie that the living standard of some persons who are entitled to 
special care is not up to the actual living etendard of commune members. Some 
persons who get special work pointe are given only grain rations and no cash. 
Some unite use the regular and fixed amount of state allowances allocated to 
recipients of especial care as substitute for preferential treatment benefits. 
The amount of fixed allowance given to some families of martyrs is too low. 
Some who are entitled to fixed allowances do not get them, and so forth. These 
problems should be fully solved. 


The party Central Committee emphatically pointed out in the documents on 
strengthening and perfecting the agricultural production responsibility system 
that all localities, in carrying out various form of production responsibility 
system, especially the system of fixing farm output quotas for each household, 
“must take proper measures to give special care to families of servicemen and 
martyre, five-guarantee families and other indigent families." The civil admin- 
istration departments at all levels should grasp the favorable opportunity of 
year-end distribution to conscientiously implement the guidelines of the provin- 
cial people's government “circular on launching activities to support the army 
and give preferential treatment to families of revolutionary armymen and martyrs 
during the new year and spring festival,” and the provincial civil administration 
department circulars No Lumin 248 and 294 (80) and promptly organize forces to 
carry out ⸗ general inspection of the work to provide special care and allocate 
allowances brigade by brigade and household by household. Upon discovery a 
problem should be studied and solved on the spot. As soon as the inspection is 
completed the results are to be accepted. Results cannot be accepted if the 
problem are not resolved. in short, under the present new situation, we must 
adhere to party's policy to give special care issued to the rural districts. 

No matter if it is the responsibility system carried out in production management 
in the rural districts or the special-care policy toward the families of martyrs 
and servicemen and to disabled revolutionary servicemen and demobilized and 
retired servicemen, they must be sdhered to and implemented as in the past. The 
epecial-care methods must be based on seeking truth from facts and suited to the 
conditions of each brigade and in diversified forms so that workdays given as 
special treatment will be continued. Workdays given as special treatment should 
be considered in the distribution of materials, cash and above-quota awards. 
Arrangements may also be made whereby production brigades can collectively draw 
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cash or grain as special treatment. But whatever the method and form ie adopted, 
it must be insured that the living etandard of those who are entitled to special 
care ie not lower or ie slightly higher than the average actual living etandard 
of the commune members and that treatment to the orphaned, old dependente of 
martyrs ie a little better. Special care should be appropriately extended to 
the families of fighters and placed on a firm basis. As to dependents of aray 
cadres, it should be insured that the amount of their grain rations ie not lease 
than the average figure for their unite. Demobilised and retired servicemen who 
have just returned ehruld be visited, comforted and properly placed so that they 
can play an active part for the four modernizations at their new poste. 


In launching activities to give special care to the families of martyre and 
servicemen and to disabled, demobilized and retired servicemen, we should con- 
duct education among cadres and the masses to strengthen their sense in regard 

to giving special care and implement the special-care policy in such a way that 
the masses are happy, the persons who are entitled to special care are satisfied 
and the fighters feel at ease. Let us promote the party's glorious tradition 

and effectively do the work of giving special care so that the army and the 
people will join hands and, with one heart and one mind, move socialist moderniza- 
tion forward.

COAL MINE BRINGS MILITIA TRAINING INTO LINE WITH PRODUCTION PLANS

Militia Training Into Line With Production Plane") 


{[Text) The Wujing Coal Mine in Linqu, Changwei Prefecture has nearly 3,000 
etaff members and workers and 255 members of the armed wilitia. The party com- 
mittee of the mine has brought militia training into line with production opera- 
tion plans and handed down these plans together with production tasks from the 
production section to the lower level. As a result, militia training has under- 
gone changes. By the end of October, militiamen throughout the mine have each 
trained an average of 18 days which fulfilled their training tasks and improved 
the quality of training as compared with previous years. 


Earlier this year, after the county people's armed forces department transmitted 
the annual plan to the lower level, the mine people's armed forces department 
took measures to organize training but always failed to make a good start. 
Militia training task fell through in the firet quarter. After making investi- 
gation and analysis, the mine people's armed forces department found two reasons 
why training program failed to make good start. (1) Since the mine extracted 
coal from very thin layers, the taske were laborious. The workers received 
piece rate wages and each shift was pressed with work. It was not easy to 
assign men to militia training. (2) Militiecen training lacked due remuneration. 
In view of these circumstances, the party committee made this decision after 
repeated study with suggestions from the mine armed forces department: Trairing 
stould be regarded as normal duty and the training militiamen shall get work 
points and awards based on evaluations as usual. From April on, the production 
section and the people's armed forces department should consult with each other 
and jointly tranemit militia training taske to the lower level. 


To ineure that training does not clash with production tasks, they focused on 
three things when transmitting plans to the lower level: (1) Focus on the 
principle of keeping the training time short and the number of training militia- 
men small. That is, each training period should be shorter and the number of 
training militiamen from each unit smaller, but it's possible that the number of 
training periods may increase somewhat. (2) Focus on the production characteris~ 
tice of above-ground and underground mining operations. Training is to be 
accanged with consideration given to greater or lesser urgency in these opera- 
tions. For example, the building materials plant for above-ground operations is 





not busy with production at the time of meior repair and production in under- 
ground operations is generally busy in th. first half of a month and slow in 

the second half. Personnel in the transport sones who are scattered with one 
person at a post have jobs that are not different in degrees of importance and 
urgency. In accordance with these conditions, they decided to do everything 
possible to organize full-time training when the building materials plant is 
carrying out ite major repairs, to tranefer more militiamen from underground 
operations to train at the end of each month and to arrange for militiamen in 
the transport sones to train with greater frequency. During the month of July, 
the building materials plant spends 4 days on major repairs. The armed forces 
department can take this opportunity to promptly organize the 43 armed militia- 
men in thie plant to carry out 4 days of training. (3) Focus on the training 
method that combines the higher and lower levele. It means combining training 
organized by the armed forces department with training organized by the militia 
company. When transferring militiamen from a large number of unite to train, 
training is generally organized by the armed forces department. Some unite that 
transfer at one time a large number of personnel to train can organize training 
by themselves provided it suite their production operations. The armed forces 
department will be responsible for giving instruction and checking and accepting 
their training results. This way of training has good results.

HIGHER ACADEMIC STANDARDS URGED

ee of Higher Education Research: "How To Train and Develop Top-Notch 
Students" 


[Text] Quite a few people regard students with good grades as the "top-notch" 
students. Their judgement is one-sided, even harmful. The upshot is that the 
teachers will do nothing except to cram information into their students. The stu- 
dents, on the other hand, are interested in nothing except good grades. The fact 
remains that straight A students are not necessarily top students. Practical action 
has proved that 80 percent of the straight A students have difficuluty adjusting to 
the workaday world and lack creativity once they join the work force. In may 
personal opinion, the "top-notch" students are those who are well-learned in the 
basice and have at least one area of specialization, who can pursue further self- 
education and apply what they learn, who can think independently and find answers 
for themselves, who can quickly grow into their jobs, and who, in a fairly short 
time, can achieve something creative in their work. 


Not long ago, we made an evaluation of 967 scientific researchers and technicians and 
338 middle school teachers. They were university graduates from al) over the country 
from the year 1953 to the year 1965. Among them, only 1 percent sere doing an 
excellent job in their fields; 20 to 30 percent were doing a reasonable job. The 
great majority of them still could not work independently after 2 or 3 years on their 
jobs. 


They were ill-informed and had an adjustment problem. There were even 10 to 15 
percent of them who could not handle their jobs at all. This situation gives food 
for thought. There is already a scarcity of college students in our country. If 
whatever college students we have are “mediocre” or even "inferior," it is a deplor- 
able waste of human resources. Why is there so much medicority? How can our schools 
of higher education turn out more "top-notch" students faster and better? 


First-Rate Principal Universities Are Needed 


The besic reason for the “mediocrity” of our university students is because our 

universities are “mediocre.” The quality of the schools determines the quality of 
their students. For example, 29 former prime ministers and 50 Nobel Prize winners 
in England were graduates from either Oxford or Cambridge Universities. Among the 
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860 universities in the Soviet Union, 65 were multi-department systems devoted to the 
training of special talents, Of the 3,000 or more universities in the United States, 
300 offer post-graduate programs and grant Ph.D. degrees. These universities have 
vast financial resources, maintain high academic standards, hire the best teachers, 
and possess the most advanced equipment and facilities. In the past 30 years, the 
United States has turned out 550,000 scientists and engineers. Over 100 of them have 
won Nobel Prizes. Obviously the number of first-rate universities is a contributing 
factor to this achievement. 


In our country, we do claseify our universities into principal and ordinary inatitutions 
of higher learning. Nevertheless, we have not, not for a long time, given the princi- 
pal universities any more material and manpower support than the others. At quite a 
few well-known universities, the laboratory equipment is at least 20 to 30 yeare older 
than in their foreign counterparts, the libraries are poorly stocked. The teaching 
faculties are not keeping well abreast of the time. Moreover, the majority of the 
schools of higher education are now put under the charge of industrial departments an 
and thus have become centers for the training of industrial staff. There are very 

few integrated or multi-department universities. This may explain the narrowness 

of students’ exposure to knowledge. 


It seems that we should, as far as economic conditions permit, build a number of 
integrated u-tversities and a number of first-rate principal universities. We should 
provide them with ample funds so that they could have laboratories, libraries and 
audio-visual facilities comparable to modern universities of the world. We should 
allow them to hire both Chinese and foreign experts and prof: ssors to do the teaching. 
This type of universities should concentrate on training "top-notch" students both 

at the graduate and the post-graduate levels. 


"Seed Nursing" and "Seed Selection" Must Be Done Well 


If we compare higher education to farming, then we need good seeds. The middle schools 
are “seed nurseries." In this context, it is very important to improve the quality 

of our middle schools. At present, the “mediocrity problem" is very common among 
middle school students. In the future, it seems advisable to let high school students 
pick their major field of pursuit in their senior year, thus preparing them for college. 
We should allow students to excel in one or two selected subjects at the expense of 
other courses. We should organize them to take part in extra-cirricular activities. 

We should turn a number of middle schools into those that deserve our special atten- 
tion and that are capable of producing "good seeds" for higher education. 


The entrance examinations amount to the process of "seed selection." We must conduct 
these examinations properly to insure that the cream of the high school graduates 
can go on to college. In France, high school graduates must pass the government- 
administered matriculation examination to be allowed to go on to college. In England, 
high school graduates must go to preparatory schools for 2 years before they are 
admitted to the universities. In the Soviet Union and in Australia, the universities 
look at the students’ grades during the middle school years and may admit the excel- 
lent students without any examination or with tests only on selected subjects. In 
our country, the collegial entrance examinations are a one-time screening process. 
They are not always accurate in assessing the students’ potentials. A number of 
students with excellent p.tentiale are not admitted to college when they fail to 
reach the minimum total scovce in the examinations to qualify for admission. Many 
scientists, such as Charles R. Darwin and Albert Einstein, are known to have done 
well on one subject but poorly on others in the middle school years. Therefore, it 
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ie necessary to devise our collegial entrance examinations in such a way as to get 
special talents into college. If we are to test the high school graduates on their 
academic skills in general and fail to take a close look at their special talents 
and potentials, we are likely to pase over some of the “good seeds" in the selection 
process. It seems if the universities are to make a head start in picking the cream 
of the high school crop, some of them, as far as their resources permit, may run 
preparatory schools or preparatory classes to take these youngsters in. Some univer- 
sities may revise their admission policy to allow them to enroll students who have 
passed the entrance examinations, as well as those who are recommended by their schools, 
and those who qualify for admission with a test. They may give middle schools some 
quota for recommendees and may lower the admission standards as they see fit for 
those with special talents and promise recommended by middle schools. 





In addition to entrance examinations, they may, as their needs warrant, conduct personal 
interviews to assess the abilities uf the aspiring students. As for the few who 
possess rare talents, they may be admitted, without any tests, to universities best 
suited to develop tieir talents. These rare youngsters may number as many as 10 per- 
cent of the freshmen. They may be allowed to report to the universities 3 or 4 months 
ahead of time (by skipping the review sessions conducted by the middle schools to 
prepare the students for collegial entrance examinations) and to be enrolled in 
preparatory courses, “nutritious courees" such as foreign lang: ges and one or two 
basic courses specially suited to students with special talents. 


Recommended Curricula for Top-notch Students 


Institutes of higher education are primarily centers for the training of researchers, 
executives, teachers and administrators. These four types of people require differ- 
ent training, hence different curricula and different method of training for each type. 
For example, science majors should be thoroughly trained in logic. Mathematics majors 
should develop the ability to visualize dimensional relationships of spaces. Litera- 
ture, fine art and social science majors should develop strong imagination. While 
students pursuing different areas of study are exposed to different facets of human 
knowledge, they must all be able to cope with the trend of modern sciences and techno- 
logy toward integration as well as toward diversification into marginal fields. They 
must all be able to adjust to the fast pace in which human knowledge renews itself 
every once in a while. Many American universities have departments covering a broad 
area of study to train students in basic theories and basic academic skills. They 
require humanities students to study some science and engineering courses. They 

also require science and engineering students to take some humanities courses. This 
way, the students are well learned in the basics, exposed to a broad spectrum of 

human knowledge, quick to adjust to new environments, and have strong potentials for 
future growth. 


The schools of higher education in our country are often devoted to one single area 
of study and, worse still, again subdivide that single area into separate narrower 
pursuits. The textbooks which they use are too old to reflect the latest scientific 
and technological advances. The narrowness of exposure and obsolescence of teaching 
material naturally lead to “mediocrity” of the students. We should acquire new text- 
books and encourage teachers to compile their own teaching material. We should 
organize regular seminars and forums to keep the students up to date in their 
respective field of study. We should broaden the curricula of each department to 
include more basic courses. We should introduce some elective courses which students 
can take for credits. We should offer students a mixed curriculum, made up of liberal 
art, science, medical and engineering courses so that they are exposed to knowledge 
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far beyond their own chosen field of etudy, We should allow them to attend lectures 
offered by other than their own departments or their own universities. We should 
allow students with extra energy to take a second major. 


The Right Balance Between Information Cramming and Ability Development 


Those who have strong abilities can learn better and can better apply what they learn. 
However, the best informed people do not necessarily have the best abilities. Goethe 
once said: “He who pursues knowledge for its own sake is an ignorant person." 
Abilities include the ability to acquire knowledge and the ability to put that know- 
ledge to good use. The institutes of higher education must pay more attention to 
cultivating and developing abilities in their students. To accomplish this goal, 
they must reorganize their curricula, change their teaching methods, and redevise 
their training programs. The present program in our universities seems somewhat too 
heavy. Some science and engineering departments offer 25 to 30 courses in 4 years, 
averaging 22 to 30 hours of classroom instruction per week. It means an average 
student will spend 80 hours a week on his classroom work and homework, It leaves 
him no time to develop his abilities or his own interests. It seems that our schools 
of higher education should tighten up their program and reduce the hours of classroom 
instruction (preferably 15 to 16 hours a week), enabling the students to do some 
reading on their own and to engage in some extracurricular activities. 


The proper method of teaching is one by which the teachers can show the students how 
to digest what they have learned and how to go on learning on their own. Classroom 
instruction should be short and sweet and avoid hair-splitting elaboration. The 
teachers should teach the students hew to think independently and to find answers 
for themselves. Senior students should be free to pick at least one or two courses 
which they could study on their own without supervision and to compare notes with 
fellow classmates. This way they could learn to study on their own. In fact, most 
university students in foreign countries are pretty much left to their own devices, 
guided by a minimum of classroom lectures. Some of them are not even given any 
standard textbooks. Instead, they are given dozens of reference books to read and 
are tested on how much they get out of the reference books. So when these students 
go out into the working world, they show a stronger ability to learn on their own. 


Laboratory work and involvement in research projects can help the students to 
understand theories better, to learn how to work with equipment and instruments, and 
to develop analytical and problem-solving abilities. In England, laboratory work 
takes up 30 to 50 percent of total school programs. Some English universities 
require their students to put in at least 1 year working at a factory. At the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, even freshmen are required to set up research 
or invention projects for themselves. At many foreign universities, their labora- 
tories are open every day (including holidays). Our schools of higher education 
devoted to the study of science and engineering give their students very little 
laboratory work, averaging less than 15 percent of the total instruction time. Worse 
still, of what little laboratory assignments that are included in the curriculum, 
only 50 to 60 percent are actually carried out at many schools. Laboratories are 
closed when no laboratory work is scheduled and on holidays. The research effort on 
the part of university students leaves even more to be desired. We should increase 
the laboratory work of the university students to 20 or 30 percent of their total 
classroom work. We should organize them to do design projects or to research certain 
subjects. We should enroll promising students in larger scale research projects. 

We should suggest to all provincial and municipal g°vernments to set up “awards 

for the best achievements in research and design by the college students" to provide 
incentive for scientific studies by the college students. 
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Besides, we should help the students to develop an ability for organization and for 
social functioning. We should lighien the load of school work for them so that they 
could have time for such group activities as oratorial contests, academic seminars, 
current event discussions, literary, art and eport festivals, and travels. 


Training Tailored To Suit Each Individual, Competition Encouraged 


We should offer an educational program to suit each individual's interest, aspiration 
and special talents. We should not force the students to study the subjects for which 
they show no interest or aptitude. Our university students, once they are assigned 
to a certain department or a certain sub-department, are stuck in that field for the 
rest of their academic and professional career. Even when they display an interest 
or aptitude for another field of study, they cannot get a transfer to another depart- 
ment or another university. Then the students in the same department all take the 
same courses, are required to progress at the same pace, and are trained by the 

same method. As a result, some students are “intellectually starving" while the 
others have trouble keeping up. The former cannot develop to their full potentials 
while the latter are pushed too hard, to the detriment of their health. 





Charles Darwin fared poorly when he was studying firet foreign languages, then medicine 
and then theology. He began to distinguish himself once he took up natural science, 

a subject which he loved. Galileo was not a good student when he was studying medicine 
at his father's urging. When he later took up the studies of mathematics and physics, 
subjects for which he showed a strong aptitude, he quickly became a world-renowned 
mathematician, physicist end astronomer. In Chinese history, Li Shizhen was interested 
in medicine from an early age. But his father wanted himto study for the civil 
examination. He failed the examination three times. He then returned to his studies 
of medicine and went on to achieve great distinction in his chosen profession. All 
this goes to prove that one cannot realize one's full potentials unless one's training 
is matched with one's talents. This is a common law of nature. 


We must follow this rule of nature when it comes to educating our students. When they 
are admitted to universities, they will study basic courses for a half or a full year. 
Then they are assigned to different departments and sub-departments according to their 
academic performance, special talents and aptitude. Outstanding students should be 
given special attention. They could be assigned counsellors for special guidance. 
Special programs could be worked out for them. Or they could be brought into research 
projects ahead of time. As for those under-achievers, they should still be assigned 
to schools or departments suited to their abilities and their level of development. 

Or they could be assigned jobs without finishing school. 


We should promote competition in our schools of higher education. We should set up a 
screening and elimination process to replace our current system of "all abroad." We 
should set up a system of awarding scholarships and degrees to the deserving students 
to replace our current system of “welcome to all." The placement of university students 
should follow the process of open hiring and a period of probation. The system of 
“guaranteed employment" should be abolished. This way the students would develop an 
enthusiasm for study and a large number of “top-notch” students would come to the 

fore.

REFORMS IN COLLEGE EDUCATION EMPHASIZED 
College Students Assignment

[Text) The resuscitation of our educational enterprises from their moribund state 
Began with a reform of the student recruitment system in higher education. This 
measure on the part of the Party Central Committee was executed with great 
insight. [It not only exerted considerable influence on educational enterrrises 
themselves but also led to an overall change in social customs. But in the 
existing system of our higher education today there still exist many problems; 
from the contents of teaching materials to teaching methods and from the offering 
ef courses to methods of examination, major reforms are required. In the face 
of such diverse problems, where shall we begin these reforms? It is our opinion 
that we should begin with «a reform of our assignment system. This reform is 
bound to arouse a chain reaction on the part of various links of the entire 
educational system. 


What are institutions of higher education for? Mainly they are to “produce™ 
talents. The “production” of talents, in turn, is for us to put them to use. But 
it is precisely at this crucial threshold of the graduates assignment system that 
the phenomenon of "people applying not what they have studied" looms very large. 
This not only rastes the talents produced but also affects various other links of 
the educational system and suppresses the growth of these talents. The existing 
assignment system is based on the method of uniform allocation by the state. 
Uniform allocation, of course, has its own strong points; the sense of security 
of the graduates is, for instance, stronger under this system, since they don't 
have to worry about their "rice bowl" after graduation. But, on the other hand, 
it also harbors questions of excessive control and excessive rigidity. This is 
something like determining sales on the basis of production in the case of factory 
production, according to which all products are taken over by the state for 
uniform allocation. This serves to conceal the relationship between production 
and social needs and a series of problems in the production process (talents 
training process). Uniform assignment seems to suggest good planning and to 
Tespond to the needs of the entire society; but in reality, some specialty 











offerings or the subjects atudied by some specialties are never required by 
soctety or are long obsolete, or the number of graduates from them does not 
correspond to what is needed by society. Generally speaking, the number of our 
co] lege graduates is not very large; but, in the case of a part of the specialties, 
there ie the reality of a surplus. This is looking at problems engendered by 
uniform allocation from the relationship between supplies and demands. These 
problems cannot be solved simply by a revision of plans. 


Other than these, the uniform assignment system greatly suppresses the activism 
and enthusiasm of the stndents’ study. In the case of many students with special 
talent, because their assignment after graduation is based on the marks they have 
obtained from their examinations, they are forced to bend their efforts toward 
meeting the requirements of those examinations which really constitute a 
restriction of their thinking; this makes it inevitable that considerable fruit- 
less labor is wasted in both teaching and study. Education is production; 

whether or not the products produced by education are valuable depends similarly 
on their use value. If the students’ study at school is disconnected from their 
work hereafter, they are the same as useless, just like the rejects from a factory. 


Apart from limiting the contingent of students with a higher consciousnese, 
uniform assignment on the other hand also nurtures certain students’ sense of 
dependency; so long as they are going to /ave their “rice bowl" upon graduation, 
reciting the teacher's “standard answers" woudl be sufficient and no further 
effort is needed. In order to mobilize the students’ enthusiasm in study and 
raise the quality of their study, a reform of the assignment system is also 


indispensable. 


The direction of reform concerning our college students assignment system mst 

be conducive to the exploitation and use of talents. For this reason, we think 
the approach of combining directed planning and free choice should be adopted— 
that is, under the guidance of definitely oriented plans of the state, the freedom 
of selecting desired talents should be given to the receiving units while the 
freedom of choosing their jobs is also given to the students. The concrete way 
of doing this may be just to let the receiving units publish in the newspapers or 
post at public places the conditions for the personnel they require, and then 
s€lect appropriate talents through examinations or other effective methods (such 
as probational employment). This way has already been adopted by some units in 
the recruitment of scientific and foreign language personnel from society, and 
practice has preved that it is feasible. The employing units may also go directly 
to the universities to look for talents. We should encourage the students to 
unite the needs of the state with their individual interests in the pursuit of 
their study. The method of letting students put forward academic reports, papers, 
and research results may also be adopted so that these can be examined as basis 
for their employment. 


With such changes, there may be some confusion in the beginning, leading to 
demands being greater than supplies in the case of some specialist studeuts, 

and supplies being greater than demands in the case of other specialists students. 
But this is not a bad thing; it will help us discover problems, readjust our 
relative allocations, and promote our reforms. 
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Will such reforms aggravate people's devious practice of trying to enter through 
the back door? So long ase these educational reforms are combined with the on- 
going political reforms and economic reforem, in a eituation in which the 
effictency of management ie directly linked to people's interests, unqualified 
persons are naturally unwelcome. 


In carrying out euch reforms, we are bound to encounter the feudal ideas of 
several thousand yeare' standing in our country that we quet take up our etations 
according to our graded statue and we quest always look to our superiors for 
guidance on everything, and we are bound aleo to run into many difficulties. 
But, along with the carrying out of political and economic reforms, we must at 
the same time carry out reforms in our talente allocation syetem. Only thus 

can we carry out reforms at various links of our educational system to facilitate 
the development of our human resources by grasping the key link and thereby 
lifting all the rest. 


Removing the ‘Four Uncleare'

[Text- At present, how is our ideological and political work at the universities 
and colleges? As far as I know, the phenomena of the “four unclears” do exist. 
First, as to what our ideological and political work should aim at under the new 
circumstances, ite contents are unclear. Second, as to how the work should be 
carried out, ite forms are unclear. Third, as to whom our work should be 
directed, ite objects are unclear. And fourth, as to what effects are to be 
achieved, ite goals are unclear. 


Take contents for example, the ideological and political work at sume schools 

is limited to the transmission of documents and the initiative to make reports 

and read newapapers, or otherwise to the mobilization of students to revise their 
“three-good" plans each year. There are also some cadres of political work who 
alwaye like to regard their own thinking as the most correct thing and hence 

force the fellow etudents to accept it; at the same time, they brand as 

“opposition to the four upholds" and “sharing membership in the party but parting — 
company in their thinking and effort" those daring explorations on the part of the 
etudents in the midst of our economic and political reforem, their analyses as 

to our social ills, and their concerns as to the state of our democracy and legal 
system, as to the ideological orientation of our society, and as to the rectifi- 
cation of devious practices within the party. Seizing the “radical” expressions 
and not fully comprehensive viewpoints of certain students whose thinking happens 
to be relatively more lively, they would resort to unlimited speculations and 
inferences, and time and again exert themselves in conducting individual consul- 
tations and issuing blunt warnings. In certain worse cases, leaders take ideo- 
logical and political work as something like this: some people would be constantly 
reporting on how bad some other people are; then a few persons would close their 











doors to “analyse the etudente' thinking and accivities" and classify them into 
"left, middle, and cight" groupe. The criteria for determining the quality of 
etudente’ thinking were defined as whether or not they make euch “reports on 

" pegularly and whether or not they are absolutely obedient. Can these 
be the only contents of our political and ideological work at the universities? 
Small wonder that after they have entered echool, many etudentse must study hard 
to acquire knowledge on the one hand and aleo take up “the etudy of personal 
relations,” “the etudy of coping” and “the etudy of social adaptation.” This 
makes the etudente cautious and watchful about emall things and timid and hesitant 
fn taking any action, and, insofar as the great affaire of state are concerned, 
ow simply keep themselves at a reapectful distance. No wonder some knowledge 

have observed that the etudente we send abroad often do very well 

ane taking examinations on theirknowledge at the universities, but after they 
have graduated from the universities, they become timid end lack creativity in 
their creative work. We cannot say that this is entirely unrelated to the 
influence left in people's minds from the way our traditional ideological and 
political work wae conducted for eo many years. 





Next, let ue look at forms, which are nothing but dull and monotonous. All the 
people know is report meetings, whereby the leaders would seek to mobilize 
others from the platform, membere of every team and every group would speak up 

ae a matter of meeting the requirement, then determination would be pledged, 
plans would be drawn, and experience would be exchanged. Or otherwise some teste 
woud] be given to exact answers to political questions people are supposed to 
have rigidly committed to memory. In some schools, the etudente' dormitories are 
but 20 or 30 meters away from the auditorium; yet when they gather together each 
time to listen to reports, they still must line up firet. As a result, when the 
head section of the line enters the auditorium, the tail section is still in the 
dormitory area; this makes everybody feel awkward. But some comrades who handle 
the political work there would nonetheless feel happy about such a formalistic 
thing, neither paying attention to the students' psychological needs nor taking 
into consideration the practical results. In the end, the fine tradition of the 
party's political work is ruined, and the prestige of the personnel in political 
work is also brought down. Thus the more such activities are required, the 
stricter the inspection for conformity is, the more antipathetic the students 
also become. 


As for the objects of our present-day ideological and political work, they are 
taken upside down. Our ideological and political work at the institutions of 
higher learning should mainly aim at the following kinds of people: those who 
blindly obey every order given them, who methculously adhere to formalities and 
conventions, who do not care about the affairs of state, who dare not think 
through problems on their own, who dare not ask any questions on the conclusion 
of an authority or anything written in a book, who lack ideologic.* creativity, 
etc. But today the situation is exactly the reverse: some people place the 
anchorage of our ideological and political work mainly on those who happen to 
dare think about the realistic problems in society, who dare expiore the problems 
under reform, analyze social ills, and proffer opinions courageously. This cannot 
but be a suppression of the internal momentum for the forward development of our 
society. It supports the backward, attacks the advanced, hinders and subdues 
the creativity of young students. 





Finally, Let ue look at effects. This point is closely related to all the fore- 
going. If contents are unclear, forme are unclear, and objects are aleo unclear, 
effecte naturally can likewise only be unclear. Many who handle political work 
prefer to eet as their goale whether they can make the head of every student 
accept a particular mode of thinking and whether in front of them he would 
express any contrary opinion. Th criteria with which they appraise the quality 
of ideological and political work are how many people are in attendance when a 
meeting ie held, how many make stutements, and how many make reports on thinking, 
etc., #o that the criteria and the things subject to appraisal are both devoid 
of substance. 


Consequently, we think that thie kind of ideological and political work awaits 
our urgent reform. The ideological and political work at the universities and 
colleges today should help promote the emancipation of the etudente' thinking so 
that they would courageously explore in the various ecientific realms of natural 
and social sciences. And it is from thie fundamental point of departure that we 
should reform the contents, forms and objects of our ideological and political 
work. Only thus can we train our college students to become the kind of talented 
people who can see their direction clearly, who possess thinking and creative 
capabilities, end who are equipped with a good moral outlook and a scientific 
world view. 


Changing Grants to Scholarships

{Text} Recently, our school has been carrying out an extended discussion to change 
the administration of student grants to the awarding of both student grants and 
scholarships. 


During the discussion, 80 percent of the students supported the proposed change. 
They maintained that the student grants system prevailing generally in our 
institutions of higher learning today first originated from the “supply system" 
adopted in the early days immediately after liberation. At that time, it was 
necessary to carry out this student grants system, and it also played a positive 
role in respect to the training of talents. But, as this student grants system 
is continued today, many ill effects have popped up. 


l. As student grants are evenly allocated, the enthusiasm for learning of a 
part of the students has become stifled, and the spread of the “iron rice bowl" 
idea has also been aggrivated. Today, whether or not one studies hard and what- 
ever one's grades might be, one is always assured of getting a student grant. 
Student grants are also “uniformly allocated" by the state. This makes some 
students think that, so long as they can pass the college entrance examination, 
their present livelihwod and their future jobs are both guaranteed. For this 
reason, they do not study hard, and would aspire only to passing grades. In the 
course of their study, they also lack the spirit of competition. This serves 

to hinder a general improvement of the quality of study.

GAEATER INVESTMENT FOR EDUCATION URGED

tionately Low Investment Haupers the Development of Education") 


(Text) The key to the realization of the four modernizations is scientific and 
technological modernization. This modernization, again, is contingent on the develop- 
ment of aducation. To develop education, we must earmark more funds for education. 
Investment for education is vital for the development of education, now becoming an 
important eubject of study in the science of educational economics. It is an objec- 
tive law independent of man's will. If we obey thie law, we can achieve good results 
2 developing education. If we disobey it, we will retard, even undo the development 
of education. 


What is the status of our investment for education? 


In 1976, our educational investment represented a mere 2.07 percent of our national 
income. This put us far behind the advanced industrial nations. For example, the 
figure was 7.3 percent in the United States and 6 percent in England. Ours was even 
lower than the 1950 figure of 2.4 percent in France. It seems that to catch up with 
the advanced nations, we should increase our investment to 6 or 7 percent of our 
national income. On 1 May 1980, the PEOPLE'S DAILY made public the 1979 national 
income figure as 337 billion yuan. Proportionately, our investment for education 
should amount to from 20.2 to 23.6 billion yuan. However, our actual outlay for 
education is only one-third of this figure. Judging by the educational investment 
as a percentage of the national income, China seems to be an extremely backward 
country. In 1979, our investment accounted for a mere 1.14 percent of our national 
income. Among the nearly 150 countries and regions of the world, China would rank 
141th in setting aside such a low percentage of the national income for education. 
We were even behind Singapore and India in this regard. 


Comparatively speaking, total educational appropriations of a nation should reach 4 

5 percent of the Gross National Product to put it among the most advanced nations 

world. Thus with our GNP figure in 1979 (the PEOPLE'S DAILY aleo released on 

May 1980 the figure of the 1979 total value of industrial and agricultural production 

in China as 671.5 billion yuan), we should proportionately provide from 24.7 to 30.88 
billion yuan in funds for education, which would be 3 to 4 times more than what we 


are spending nov. 
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Besides, our educational funde aleo make up «a very emall percentage of our total 
public spending. This percentage would relegate ue to the 10th from the bottom among 
the more than 140 countries and regions of the world. 


To sum up the above, our educational outlaye make up a low percentage of our national 
income, our GNP and our public funde. Our national income and our GNP tripled in the 
period from 1960 to 1979, but our investment in education did not rise that much in 
the same period, 


At present, our funde for our primary and middle echoole are lower than they were 
before the Great Cultural Revolution. In 1965, we spent an average of 868,89 yuan a 
year for each middle echool student and 19,96 yuan a year for each primary school 
pupil. But in 1978, these figures were respectively 35.57 yuan and 12.61 yuan. 
These are average absolute dollar amounts. If we are to adjust theese figures accord- 
ing to the inflation rate between 1965 and 1978, we will get an even lower figure. 


What conclusion can we draw from the numbers given above? 1) We spend very little 
on education; 2) Even such a low investment in education has been on a steady 
decline: 3) The planning and financial departments are setting aside too little 
money for education, an indication that they are not attaching due importance to 
education. 





Low investment in education is responsible for the emall number of educated people 
in our country. Compared with many other countries of the world, we have one of the 
lowest numbers of college students per 10,000 population. In India, the number was 
51.4 (1976). In Thailand, it was 31.3 (1975). Im Bangladesh, it was 24.5 (1974). 
Not to mention some of the more developed countries. But in China, there were only 
8.9 college students per 10,000 population. It is astonishing that we are so far 
behind in this area. 


How can we explain our backwardness in education? We can only say that we as a nation 
fail to see the important and urger.t role played by education in our national life. 

If we had given education ite due, ve would not have an abnormal situation on our 
hands today. China does not have one of the lowest GNP's in the world. According 

to statistics available on 152 countries and regions of the world, we achieved a 

per capita income of U.S.$350 in 1975 and ranked 106th. Overall, we have hovered 
around the 100th place in GNP level. In other words, we are better off than more than 
50 countries of the world, better off than India and Bangladesh. Then there is no 
reason why we must lag behind some of these lower income countries in our educational 
development. 


The lack of funds for education contributes to the poverty of our academic world. 
For one thing, the educational facilities are inadequate. There is a shortage of 
classrooms and equipment. In some cities, 70 or 80 students are placed into one 
classroom. Some classrooms have poor lighting. Some are not up to the standard 

of sanitation. Some classrooms are even shaky and dangerous, causing occasional 
accidents involving injuries, even fatalities. Books, instruments and laboratory 
equipment are terribly scarce. A number of primary and middle schools, even certain 
inetitutes of higher education, do not have modern equipment, in fact, not even anti- 
quated equipment. For another, the teachers are very poorly paid. Lenin once said: 
"We should raise the status of our teachers to a level unprecendented in history 
and unknown in the capitalist society.... Most importantly, we should provide them 
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with a high standard of living materially." We are a poor nation, so we pay low 
wages. This ie understandable. The problem ie that our teachers today are paid 
less than the average low wage. In our country, we pay our college teachers, 
lecturers, even associate professors 60 to 70 yuan a month. We pay the primary 

and middle school teachers less than any other professional men and women, sometimes 
@ lot leas. As a result, our teachers and school faculty members live poorly and are 
housed poorly. This cannot help adversely affecting the morale of our teachers and 
their performance. 


Some people self-righteously argue that education deserves ecant attention and meager 
investment, and offer the following excuses: First excuse: "We have too large a 
population.” But the size of population cannot justify the proportionately low invest- 
ment in education. India has a population of 600 million and a land area of roughly 

a third that of China, yet it shells out proportionately more money for education 

and boasts a higher number of college students per 10,000 population than we do. In 
capitalist countries, the capitalist clase appropriates the bulk of the national 
income and the GNP. But after it fille its pockets, it still sees fit to cough up 
proportionately more money for education. We are a socialist country and have done 
away with exploitation. We should have more money to invest in education. 


Second excuse: "“'The gang of four" have wreaked great havoc to and created serious 
dislocation in the economy." While this is true, ic still cannot explain the propor- 
tionately low investment in education and the disparity between the rise in production 
and the rise in investment in education. In the past 4 years, the industrial and 
agricultural production and the per capita income have been on the rise, hut it is 
not accompanied by a corresponding rise in educational spending. It does not stand 
to reason. If we could achieve some savings by eliminating certain dead industrial 
inventory and industrial waste and pass a fraction of those savings on to education, 
we would give our academia a shot in the arm. 


Third excuse: "We are a poor nation with a narrow economic base." This is also true. 
Nevertheless, if our per capita income is not the lowest in the world, why should our 
educational spending be near the lowest? Why should we spend less money on education 
than countries with lower income? Instead of saying that we are poor and hard pressed 
for money, we should ask why poorer and harder pressed countries can lay out propor- 
tionately more money for education and turn out more educated people than we do and 

why we, the better off, cannot come up with more money in order to produce more educated 


people. 


In short, the figures given above clearly show that we are spending too little on 
education. We must find an ideological, organizational and governmental way out. 


Marx once said: "The mightiest force of production is the revolutionary class itself." 
("The Metaphysics of Political Economics" by Marx) Unless we have a scientifically, 
technologically and culturally competent work force, the importation of foreign 
equipment and the expansion of our factories will not help us improve productivity 

or develop production. If we wish to improv. productivity, we must raise the scientific, 
cultural and technological level of our work force--the decisive factor in productivity. 
In other words, we must be prepared and willing to make sizable investment for raising 
the scientific and cultural level of our work force.

ADJUSTMENT CALLED CENTRAL TASK IN EDUCATION WORK

{Article: “The Present Central Task in Educational Work Is To Do a Good Job in 
Adjustaent" } 


[Text] It was pointed out at the All-China education work symposium convened 
recently by the Ministry of Education that the present central task in education 
work is to do a good job in adjustment. It is to consolidate and strengthen the 
leading group of all kinds of schools at all levels, to replenish and improve 
the quality of the teaching corps, to strive to improve the conditions for 
running schools, and to actually improve the quality of education. 


This symposium was convened in Tianjin from 1-13 December. The general feeling 
at the symposium was that following the smashing of the "gang of four" and 
especially following the third plenum of the llth Central Committee, the situa- 
tion in education work was good. However, because of the 10-year disaster, 
vitality has not yet been completely restored to the severely afflicted area of 
education. Many probleme main, and education remains in a stage of rehabilita- 
tion and recovery. The «es in readjustment, restructuring, consolidation, and 
improvement are heavy. Until 1985, in education work special emphasis should be 
placed on conscientiously implementing the eight character policy with adjustment 
as the core. 


The symposium believed that from the overall viewpoint education is the weak link. 
Because education has not received the emphasis it deserved for a long time, and 
because education was badly damaged during the “Great Cultural Revolution" educa- 
tion cannot presently cope with the demands of the four modernizations. Adjust- 
ment is simply to strengthen education work. Through adjustment, education must 
reach a level where it can develop in concert with economic construction. 
Internal adjustment must also be made in education. Through adjustment, all 
schools at all levels must be able to develop at a steady pace in accordance 
with planned proportions. At present we must have a firm grasp of universal 
elementary education; reform the structure of middle level education, and develop 
vocational and technical education; give full play to the enthusiasm of all 
elements and do a good job in broadcasting television university courses, cor- 
respondence courses, university night schools, and all other forms of adult 
education; we must adjust the proportions of departments and branches of academic 
study at institutes of higher learning as well as the special courses of study 
offered. We must conscientiously do a good job in running the institutes of 
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higher learning that we now have. In particular we must concentrate our efforts 


to do a good job in setting up a number of key institutes of higher learning and 
key disciplines. 


The symposium emhasized that elementary echool education is the foundation of 
education as a whole. If we are to improve the quality of education and the 
ecientific and cultural level of our people, then we must begin by gaining a 
firm grasp of elementary schools. The key to doing a good job in elementary 
school education is to have a clear recognition of the importance of elementary 
education, and we must adhere to the policy of “walking on two legs," with 
elementary schools run primarily by the state and at the same time arouse the 
enthusiasm of communes and brigades as well as industria] enterprises for running 
schools. We must work hard to reform, train, and raise the quality of the 
elementary school teaching corpse to create an excellent atmosphere of respect 
for teachers, as well as raising the social status and salaries of teachers. 


It was pointed out at the symposium that ideological and political work must be 
strengthened at all schools at all levels. We should etrive to strengthen and 
not weaken party work, youth league work, and political instruction in schools. 


The comrades attending the symposium held a lively discussion concerning the 
problems of strengthening and improving party leadership, the reform of the 
system of school leadership and administration, of allowing institutes of higher 


learning to make more decisions independently, and the expansion of spare-time 
education and ethnic grouv education.

IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL EDUCATION OF YOUNG STUDENTS DISCUSSED

on and Methods of Unfolding Ideological and Political Education for Young 
People 


[Text] The Guangdong Society of Education recently held ite 1980 annual meeting. 
The discussion centered on the topics of correct recognition, the overall imle- 
mentation of China's socialist education policy, and the creation of a job corps 
for the four moderhisations. The discussion emphas.sed the special characteris- 
tics of young people today and principles and methods of unfolding ideological 
and political education work. 


Those in attendance believed that today's young students do not think the same 
way as the students of the 50's and 60's. In some ways they fall short of 
previous years’ students, and in some waye they are superior. In general, they 
can think for themselves; they do not readily believe or blindly follow; they 
stress reality; they put no faith in empty words; and they are dissatisfied with 
the way things are and want to change them. They pay careful attention to the 
current situation and look forward to the four modernizations. Although they are 
socially mature at an early age, they are politically more naive. Many students 
care very little about political events. Some have doubts about Marxism-Leninism 
and Maco Zedong Thought. They lack high ideale and aspirations. 





A clear recognition of social changes and of the special characteristics of this 
generation of young people is of the utmost importance in unfolding ideological 
and political education. Some of the comrades felt that first of all a firm 
grasp is needed in educating the young people in ideals. Education in ideals 
is the basic content of ideological and political education. The moral develop- 
ment of young people follows an objective, intrinsic progression. It can be 
roughly divided into four stages: the stage of preparing for the development 
of ideals; the stage of ideals of life; the stage of vocational ideals; and the 
stage of development of social ideals (the aspirations for a social structure 
and social relationships). The divisions of these four stages in the develop- 
ment of ideals of middle and elementary students are not sharply defined but are 
interlocked in their development. The entry to a new stage is not the end of the 
previous stage, but is the development and gradual maturity of the previous 
stage. Y people have different traits; educators should conduct their 
teaching following these intrinsic stages of development.

CHILDREN'S TAKING OVER RETIRED PARENTS' TEACHING POSITIONS CRITICIZED

of Having Positions of Retired Teachers Taken Over by Their Chidren Leads to More 
Abuses Than Benefits") 


(Text) To the Editorial Department: 


While gathering news at certain middle schools in Fuzhou recently, this reporter heard 
some teachers and cadres say that the practice of grarting retirement to teachers by 
letting their children take over their positions was \eading to more abuses than 
benefits. 


According to the statistics of 37 middle schools in Fuzhou Municipality, come 670 
persons ret red from 1974 to 1979; among them, core teachers in secondary education 
from the fourth level and up numbered 98, and take-over persons numbered nearly 600. 
The abuses of such take-over arrangements in the wake of retirement were: 


1. People began to retire in large numbers before they reached the retiring age; 

this led to a great reduction of core teachers at the schools and hence affected the 
efforts to improve the quality of education. According to survey statistics, among 
the retired teachers of the whole municipality, 40 percent did not reach the establised 
retiring age of 60 for men and 55 for women. Ama'g the 28 persons who retired at the 
No 1 Middle School of Fuzhou, 21 did not reach retiring age and of these nearly half 
were core teachers from the fourth level and up. Among the 31 retired persons at 

the No 2 Middle School of Fuzhou, 8 were core teachers at the teaching-and-research 
team leader level; from the language and literature teaching-and-research team alone, 
6 teachers retired and had their positions taken over. 


2. Among the nearly 600 take-over persons, most were at the senior or junior middle 
school level. The Fuzhou Municipal Education Bureau had selected over 100 take-over 
youths co undergo some training, but still only a very few among them could really 
teach. When these young people cold not teach, they were forced to handle adminis- 
trative work or become workers; © - «! to a reduction of teachers and an increase 
of staff at the schools, and th |. ..ught about a grave disproportionate develop- 
ment. Before the Cultural Revolutic teachers made up two-thirds and staff made up 
one-third of the total employees of the schools; at some schools today, the ratio 
between teachers and staff has become almost 1:1. 
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3. Retired teachers have returned in large numbers to make up teacher shortage again. 
Since the retirement of large numbers of core teachers affected the quality of educa- 
tion, more than half of them have returned as teachers again to make up the shortage 
at their schools. Some even handled proceedings of their retirement and their return 
to make up the expected shortage at the same time. Teachers making up such shortage, 
according to regulations, ould teach only one or two classes; they would enjoy none 
of the fringe benefits of regular teachers, nor participate in any study activities. 
Their enthusiasm in work naturally became affected. The political worker of a certain 
school complained to this reporter that, since they were expected to make up the short~- 
age, it would have been better to solve their children's employment problems and not 
let them retire: this would have been of greater berefit to the work at stake. 


The work on granting retirement and making take-over arrangements in Fuzhou is to 
begin shortly this year, and several tens of teachers are applying for retirement 
again. Not a few teachers and cadres have suggested that the concerned departments 
should conduct an urgent study as to whether or not such retirement and take-over 
arrangements are really practical and feasible.

OPEN EXPOSURE OF DEVIOUS PRACTICES ADVOCATED

[Text] Should devious practices such as particularization be openly exposed in the 
newspapers or not? There are two sharply different attitudes on this question today. 
The reflection among the masses is that open exposure is better, since it will help 
check the trend of deviation. But some comrades hold exactly the opposite view: it 
would be sufficient to have some criticiem internally on such matters; why is it 
necessary to resort to fanfare and make them public? 


Indeed, such matters should be subject to strict internal criticism and, in the case 
of grave situations, they should even be handled according to the discipline of the 
party and the law of the state. But, when necessary, they should also be exposed in 
the newspaper. Such an approach often produces an effect that internal cirticism 
cannot yield. 


Everybody has already witnessed: 


Once reports and letters exposing certain devious practices are published in the 
newspapers, the principals involved often quickly offer their self-examination and 
profess willingness to change; certain cadres whose un(ts face similar problems also 
take their turns to go among the masses to confess their mistakes; certain units 
also begin to formuiate relevant regulations and make handling processes more strict 
in order to prevent devious practices from taking place. It is perfectly clear, 
indeed, what social effects the exposure of such matters has! 


Originally, the question of particularization on the part of the cadres was already 
explicitly prohibited in the "Guiding Principles for Inner-Party Political Life," 
and certain incidents have also been internally circulated and criticized. But why 
do some people remain aloof and unrepentant even after repeated warnings? This 
warrants our deep reflection. 


Because of the infinite ill consequences brought about by the Cultural Revolution, 
plus the fact that there existed also certain defects in our system, the unhealthy 
tendency of resorting to all kinds of particularization has at present already 

become an inveterate disease; it has turned into a poignant social problem. It is 

of course not at all helpful if we feel simply impotent and can only sigh with pessim- 
ism in the face of such abnormal phenomena appearing in the peculiar course of our 
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history shaped by the l0O-year catastrophe; but neither can we imagine that we would 
achieve any spectacular resuite simply by promulgating some law. The solution of 
social problems must in the final analyeie depend on the forces of society. Everything 
hae an opposite co-existing with it at the same time. Since there is thie practice 

of particularization in existence as a corrosive to the organic body of the party and 
society, there is also a healthy force to confront it; since there is thie dark side 

of socialiem as represented by such diverse devious practices, there ie aleo a bright 
side opposite to it. The masses of the people who feel dissatisfied with and look 
down upon such diverse devious practices of particularization and hence rise to expose 
and criticize them constitute ve very healthy force of this society of ours; it 
represents our bright side. [o openly expose such diverse devious practices of partic- 
ularization in the newspapers and exalt the good people and good deeds struggling 
against such devious practices is to call forth this healthy force in our society, to 
foster it, so as to overcome darkness with brightness. In the meantime, if we create 

a kind of social pressure over such devious practices and expose the moldy germs of 
these devious practices under the bright sun, then, once exposed to the eun, such 
moldy germs will aleo lose their vitality. 


The masses of the people openly criticizing the working personnel of the party and the 
state at various levels and exercising strict supervision over them is ordinarily a 
normal democratic way of life in a socialist society. But because we have made 
mistakes on the question of class struggle in the past, personal superstition became 
rampant; in addition, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" practiced feudal autocracy for 
10 years, people's democracy was subject to abuse and sabotage, and the people were 
actually placed in a powerless position. How could they speak of supervision? Such 
a situation made certain comrades accustomed to being masters, incapable of and 
reluctant in being public servants; this was also one of the root causes leading to 
bureaucratiesm and particularization. Hence, when the masses really rise to exercise 
their own rights and carry out supervision over leaders of the party and the state 
at various levels by criticizing the devious practices of particularization, these 
comrades cannot but feel surprised and feel that they are somewhat abnormal. In 
reality, if we simply regard this as an imperative meaning of the question of socialist 
democracy and try to personally live by it, we are bound to get used to it gradually. 





Our party is a party solemnly committed to the struggle for the interests of the 
people; it has always advocated open exposure and admission of its own mistakes before 
the masses of the people and never to condone its faults. Since the Third Plenary 
Session of the lith Party Central Committee, along with the restoration and execution 
of the materialist ideological line, our party has incessantly criticized openly 

the defects and mistakes in its past work, including such a grave mistake as the 
Cultural Revolution; then why is it not possible to openly criticize such diverse 
devious practices of particularization? Why is it not possible to expose cadres 

who violate the law and disturb the discipline in a most flagrant way and toward whom 
the people's resentment has been so great? Were there is something wrong, the masses 
of the people can always see very clearly; if it is not openly exposed or criticized, 
either the people would thus have no ovtlet to air their grievances and hence suppress 
them in their minds, or they would pass the word below and criticize in private, thus 
turning such grievances into a corrosive to unity and a retrogressive force to the 
four modernizations.

GUANGDONG SPONSORS PLANNED PARENTHOOD MEETING

Child Rate'") 


[Text] The work of planned parenthood in our province has made progrese and achieved 
new results so far this year. From January to October, a total of over 1.2 million 
birth control operations have been performed--en increase of over 390,000 over the 
same period last year. The multiple-birth rate decreased from 31.8 percent last year 
to 25 percent. The one child rate increased from 2.9 percent last year to 16.3 per- 
cent. The population birth rate has aleo decreased, with over 80,000 fewer people 
born compared to the same period last year. The rate of natural increase has fallen 
1.4 per 1,000. Liu Tianfu [0491 3944 1133], secretary of the provincial party 
committee and deputy provincial governor, said at an on-the-spot meeting on planned 
parenthood convened by the provincial people's government that this achievement is 
mainly the result of the enthusiastic implementation of the related instructions of 
the Party Central Committee and the State Council by the leading organs of various 
levels of party and government; the resolute response by our party, league members, 
and cadres to the call of the Party Central Committee; and the great amount of work 
done by comrades involved in planned parenthood. 


This meeting was conducted from the 12th to the 14th of this month in Gaoyao County, 
where planned parenthood has done relatively well.

QUESTION OF AGING IN POPULATION DISCUSSED

{[Report: "Will There Be ‘Aging’ in Our Country's Population?--Interview With Tian 
Xueyuan, Demographic Research Worker"] 


[Text) After ite announcement, the open letter from the Party Central Committee to 
all party members and members of the Communist Youth League on the problem of control- 
ing population growth has received the support of the broad masses of members, cadres 
and people. However, some comrades worry: Will advocating one child per couple 

cause “again” in the population? Will the labor force become inadequate? Will it 
overburden able-bodied persone and result in a 4-2-1 ratio, with 4 for the elderly, 

2 for the labor force, and 1 for the adolescent populations? During the annual 
meeting of the Beijing Municipal Population Institute, we raised theese questions in 
our interview with Comrade Tian Xueyuan [3944 7185 0626], permanent director of the 
inetitute. 


Comrade Tian Xueyuan said: On the problem of “aging” in the population, this is a 

population age structure concept usually indicated by the proportion of the elderly 

population above 60 or 65 to the total population. At present, the elderly population 

above 65 constitutes over 10 percent of the total population in some advanced countries, 

and 14 percent in Western and Northern Burope, much higher than the world average of 

6 percent. Consequently, we have called the population of these countries and regions 

“aged.” Calculating on the basis of sample surveys in our country, the proportion of 

elderly population above 65 is under 5 percent. Our population pattern is therefore 

young. Of course, as a result of our vigorously advocating one child per couple, 

the population birth rate will tend to decrease, the average life expectancy will |. 

tend to lengthen, and the proportion of the elderly population will slowly increase. 

Calculating on the basis of the average birth rate of a total national population 

under 1.2 billion by the end of this century, the proportion of the elderly popula- 

tion above 65 will be 8 percent by the year 2000 and 16 percent by the year 2020, 

when it will be equivalent to the present level in East Germany. It can be said that 
lem of “aging” in our population does not exist in this century, and it will 

t be a major problem within the firet 20 years of the 21st century.

As the condition of our country's labor force and its trend of future development, 
Tian Xueyuan believes that, since our population age structure is youthful, the size 
na labor force is enormous before the young and adolescent population 
leave the labor age. Calculating on the basis of the average birth rate of a total 
ion under 1.2 billion by the end of this century, the population

that ie of labor age will continue to increase in the next 32 years, It will increase 
to 770 million by the year 2000 and 790 million by the year 2012. From the year 2013 
the population that is of labor age will start to decrease, and it will not be until 
the year 204] when it is down to the present level of a little more than 500 million, 
In other words, the size of the nation's labor force in the next 60 years can only be 
larger and not smaller. Judging from the future development trend, on one hand our 
country's present labor force is equivalent to the sum of that in the first and second 
worlds, and the construction of modernization does not require an increase in the size 
of the labor force. On the other hand, the labor force will only increase and not 
decrease in the next half century, eo that it is groundless to say the labor force 
needed to develop undertakings in the national economy and in defense will be "indequate." 


We also asked Tian Xueyuan the question of greatest concern to all--that is, will one 
child per couple result in a 4-2-1 ratio in the structure of the elderly, labor force, 
and adolescent population? Answering meticulously, Tian said: This kind of structure 
may perhaps appear by chance in particular families or particular years. For example, 
two couples age 25 each give birth to a child. Im 25 years their children will form 
a family and in turn give birth to one child. At that time, the distribution of the 
three age groupe will be: 4 at age 50, 2 at age 25, and 1 at age 1. However, this is 
not a 4—2=1 demographic structure, because the population at 50 and 25 both belong to 
the labor age population. In another 15 years a 4-2-1 structure might appear, with 

4 at age 65, 2 at age 40, and 1 at age 15. Yet ite appearance must meet three mini- 
mum conditions: firet, that seven people in these two families belong to only several 
age groups, and in the above example they belong to only three age groups; second, 
only one child is born in the 40-odd years between 25 and 65; third, the four elderly 
people all live to 65 or older. If one of the three conditions is not met, a 4-2-1 
structure will not exist. In terms of society as a whole the three conditions do not 
exist, and the possibility is much less that they will all exist at the same time. 


Firet, the labor force age ranges from 15 to 16 to over 60--almost 50 age groups. The 
adolescent population under 15 has only 10 or so age groups, while there are not many 
age groupe in the elderly population above 65. The number of age groups of these two 
categories combined is far less than that of the labor age population. How can it 
form a 4-2-1 structure? 


Second, our advocating one child per couple is neither an expedient nor a permanent 
measure. In fact, it is not possible for any country to carry out over a period of 
40 or 50 years a policy of one child per woman of childbearing age. 


Third, despite the lengthening of the average life expectancy of our country's 
population, a certain number of people in each age group die each year. But then, 
mortality rates vary. The mortality rate for infants is relatively high, followed 
by that for juveniles. It is relatively low for youth and the middle aged, and 
highest for the elderly. The overall distribution forms a U-curve; it is not possible 
for everyone to live to be over 70 or 80. 


Thus, the conditions that give rise to a 4-2-1 ratio may exist for particular families 
or years but not for society as a whole. In society as a whole, it is not possible 
for a population ratio of 4 for the elderly, 2 for the labor force, and 1 for the 


adolescent population to form. 
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
